reported in the summary of a paper 
presented ‘to Canadian Institute of 
Mining and Metallurgy, Northern Al- 
berta Branch, December 22, at the 

University of Alberta, by Prof. Allen 
F. Cameron of Dept. of Geology, Uni- 
versity of Alberta, 

The occurrence of metal bearing 
m'nerals in sufficient quantities to be 
of economic importance has been 
proved in the vic!nity of Great Bear 
Lake during the last few years. 

Rich copper ore bodies including 
native copper, hornite and chalcocite 
have been located on Coppermine 
river, in the vicinity of Dismal lakes, 
and particularly on the east shore of 
Great Gear lake near Hunter Bay and 
Sloane river. 

More recently extremely rich pitch- 
blende and native ailver veins have 
been found about Echo Bay, some 35 
miles south of Hunter Bay, 

The very lUmited explorations to 
date in this most recent find have 
shown very promising prospects scat- 
tered over an area of almost 64 square 
miles, 


RICHER THAN COBALT. 

Two definite finds of pitchblende 
have been reported over 6 miles apart, 
and extreme rich silver lodes have 
been discovered at several points with- 
in this area. 

The Echo Bay area already gives 
very definite evidence of being as rich 
a silver fleld as Cobalt, and probably 
richer because the finds already re- 
corded are scattered over an area 
several times -as large as the Cobalt 
area, 

Besides the silver, the pitchblende 
and associated radium make the region 
stand out as one of the most prom- 
ising mineral finds of the present 
century. 

But if the Great Bear lake region 
shows promise of being one of the 
greatest of metallic mineral discover- 
jes, at the same time it shows promise 
of being one of the most difficult to 
exploit, 

SOME HANDICAPS. 

Although partially favored by po- 
tential fuel resources in the form of | 
petroleum and comparatively 
near at hand in the Mackenzie river 
valley to the west and potential pow- 
er resources in the water power of 
Great Bear rivre and Coppermine | 
river, it has great natural handicaps 
in the form of unfavorable climatic 
conditions, poor timber resources, an 
extremely difficult transportation pro- 
biem, and, perhaps most important of 
all, an entire lack of local or indigen- 
ous population from which to draw 
labor.

THE ALTERNATIVE 

Senator Johnson of California thinks 
President Hoover’s debt-mor..corium was 
ihe first step toward dictatorship. But a 
refusal of the moratorium would have been 
the last step toward European bankruptcy. 
Had the extension of time not been grant- 
ed, Germany would have defaulted, the 
creditors of Germany would have done the 
same, and the United States would now be 
searching among the debris for a hope of 
getting back its war debts and commercial 
Joans. 

The chances of collecting either are 
none too bright as matters stand. The 
chance of collecting both at full value is 
nil. But what hope there is of getting 
part payment depends upon the willing- 
ness of the ultimate creditor to deal with 
the debtors as a wholesaler deals with a 
merchant who cannot pay his bills but may 
some day be able to pay a percentage of 
them. ; 


CANADA HAS LED THE WAY 

Representatives of Canadian universi- 
ties presented Premier Bennett with a peti- 
tion in which 10,000 students urge world 
disarmament. In reply the Premier pro- 
perly drew attention to the fact that so 
far as Canada is concerned disarmament 
is already an accomplished fact. We have 
only enough land forces to ensure the pre- 
servation of peace and order, and only 
enough war vessels to keep our coasts 
clear of pirates and poachers. 

That of course is not a reason why 
Canadians should not favor general dis- 
armament—-meaning reduction to reason- 
able requirements—nor why they should 
refrain from urging the matter. On the 
contrary, it is a strong reason why they 
should want other countries to disarm and 
why they should say so at Geneva. 

Canadians at least have the advantage 
of being able to say that their disarmament 
preaching accords with their practice. And 
our representatives at the coming confer- 
ence would also be within the truth if 
they stated that unless there is a genera! 
reduction of armament, Canada and other 
parts of the British Empire will have to 
look more closely to their defences than 
they have been doing or want to do. 


SHOULD BORROW AT HOME 


Premier Henry of Ontario announces 
that his Government will float the next 
Joan in Canada, It is safe to assume that 
the other provincial governments will 
adopt the same policy, and that if New 
York does any more financing for the 
Canadian provinces it will have to : > 
in advance to take payment in Canadian 
dollars at par value. To borrow there in 
future without such provision would be 
an outrage upon Canadian taxpayers. 

As to whether Canada can finance its 
public requirements, there is fortunately 
no room for doubt. The deposits in the 
savings banks are going up steadily and 
rapidly, even in these depressed times 
When governments have asked for loans 
they have got them. There is availabie 
in Canada quite all the money our govern- 
ments-——-and municipal councils—are en- 
titled to borrow, or should be allowed to 
borrow. 

If New York wants any more Canadian 
public bonds it should be made to pay for 
them by disgorging some of the plunder it 
is now collecting from the Canadian dol- 
lar, and also made to agree to accept our 
dollars at par when interest or principal 
payments are due, 


SEEING THE LIGHT

My correspondent asks: Who is 
legally entitled to practice psycho- 
| therapy or mental healing? Who may 
advertise himself as a psychologist’ 
What degrees must he have and where 
does he get them? In New York statc 
psychologists may obtain a license to 
practice under certain conditions. The 
New York City “Red Book” lists about 
twenty names under this head, includ- 
ing high-grade responsible experts and 
some dubious practitioners. How many 
hold a state license I do not know 

The whole matter is in a chaotic 
condition; and it is easy to avoid any 
legal difficulty by giving a system a 
special name or cal'ing it a special 
course in “practical metaphysics” or 
“soul lore” or “success.” And there 
are the astrologers of all sorts. It is 
wholly impossible to protect the public 
from any but the grossest frauds. ‘The 
old business saying has it: Caveat 
emptor! Let the buyer beware! You 
buy advice at your own risk. Now and 
then a flagrant fake is exposed; but 
soon he does business at another 
stand. 

As a question of public policy some- 
| thing should be done about it The 
| standard method is by issuing licenses, 
permits and irspection; eternal vigt- 
lance is the price of safety If we were 
as keen about reducing the hazards 
of quack psychological advice as we 
are about reducing fire hazards or in- 
fection hazards, we should long ago 
have instituted some machinery to 
control psychic fakes The machinery 
must inevitably be political in form; 
it must be scientific in spirit The 
cause of mental fitness requires it

“It is too risky.” the statement goer 
on, “to ship cattle ab any and every 
time of the year and blindly trust a 
good market. The market must be 
studied, its requirements noted, and 
its methods of supply and capability 
of absorption at different seasons ut- 
derstood. 

“If Canada could guarantee to sup- 
ply the British market with a definite 
number of feeding cattle each year, 
and a definite number of beef catt’:
